diforder  he  was  grievoufly  opprefifed ; 
he  fought  a  refource  in  rclieion,*  and 
in  1748  compofed  a  treatife  intitlcd  Caw- 
folations  in  a  bad  State  of  Hea It Ij,  He  paf- 
■fed  the  four  lalt  days  of  his  life  like  So¬ 
crates,  dilcourfing' with  his  friends  on 
fhejult  hopes  of  the  righteous,  and  in 
bidding  them  the  tendereft  adieus.  He 
diedofaiiinflammatioh  in  his  bowels, De¬ 
cember  14.  1769,  in  his  66th  year.  His 
nature  was  of  the  middle  lizc  ;  and  tho' 
he  was  very  thin,  a  high  mrehrad,  an 
aquiline  note,  a  mouth  well  made,  and 
large  blue  eyes,  charadcri fed  his  features. 
The  tone  <'f  his  voice,  which  was  holiow 
and  afietiting,  (truck  to  the  bottom  of  the 
heart,  and  drew  tears  from  his  hearers. 
In  bin  youth  he  had  been  gay  and  lively  ; 
in  a  more  advanced  ^e  he  knew  fcarce 
any  Joy  but  .contentment.  Having  been 
ill  near  half  his  life,  his  fufi'crings  gave 
him  an  air  (^gravity,  which  often  dege¬ 
nerated  into  melanchpfy;  yetthc'vifit  of 
a  friend,  or  the  fuccefis  of  tome  underta¬ 
king,  w'ould  dlfperfe  the  gloom,  and 
brighten  bis  countenance  with  fmtles.

From  Cape  Florida,  as  far  northward 
as  Maryland,  the  lands  which  border 
upon  the  I'ea-coaft  are  low  and  flat,  and 
continue  fo  for  two  or  three  hundred 
miles  back,  till  they  reach  the  mountains. 
Thefe  lands  are  generally  famiy,  for  the 
lirft  thirty  or  forty  miUs,  and  for  that 
fpacc  covered  w’ith  one  continued  foreft 
cf'  pine-trees,  whence  they  are  called  by 
the  expreflivc  name  of  Pine’ Barrens,  As 
you  advance  fortiier  inland,  the  foil  im¬ 
proves  progreflively,  and,  I  am  alfuredyis 
exceeding  good  afterwards  without  inter- 
rujiiion.  For  this  reafon,  the  fea*coaft6 
of  thefe  provinces  are  very  thinly  fettled  ; 
I  ut  the  interior,  or  back  countries  arc  po¬ 
pulous  to  a  degree.  In  this  refpcA  they 
difl'er  materially  from  moft  others  on  the 
giohe,  and  particularly  thofe  of  Europe, 
which  in  general,  1  believe,  may  be  faid 
to  fwarm  with  inhabitants  alt'iig  their 
roafts.  This  diltinCtion  may  be  confi- 
tlered,  I  think,  a  very  powerful  fafeguard 
to  the  American  Provinces,  againft  hof- 
tilc  invafioiis  ;  and  if  we  reflect  on  the 
r.uiltitHde  of  their  navigable  rivers,  wdiich 
circulate  from  very  remote  inland  four- 
ccs,  it  will  appear  that  thefe  fupply  a  fiif- 
ticiently  eafy  communication  wdih  the 
ocean,  for  the  purpofes  of  trade  and  filhe- 
ry,  without  expoHug  the  people  to  an  in- 
fccure  abode,  V/e  a;  c  already  in  poflef- 
hoii  here  of  a  tradt  of  countrv  extending 
not  Ids  than  from  three  to  four  hundred 
miles  from  the  verge  of  the  fea,  ar-d  yet 
r.re  continually  difputing  with  the  poor 
Indians  for  feme  more  of  their  territt>ry. 
but  this,  indeed,  is  not  lurpiifing,  when 
we  confuler  the  flerile  quality  of  the  m.i- 
ritime  parts;  the  valt  trafts  patented  by 
licli  individuals  at  the  commencement  of 
the  good  lands  ;  and  the  conftant  refori 
of  emigrants  from  Europe ;  which  is  fo 
great,  that  in  the  Ihort  time  I  have  been 
here,  fin  vcflcls  from  Ireland,  three  from 
the  illes  of  Scotland,  an  J  one  from  Bour- 
deaiix  in  France,  have  ariaved,  with  from 
two  to  three  hundred  feltlers  in  each,  at 
Wilmington  and  Charles-Town  only. 
The  Irilh  arc  well  received  here,  and  c- 
llccmcd  an  indnflrious  and  iifeKil  race. 
'I  he  Scots,  oil  the  contrary,  import  only 
la/incfs  and  the  itch  ;  and  are,  there¬ 
fore,  n<»t  fu  highly  valued  ;  but  pray  ob- 
liTAre,  that  I  am  fpeaking  of  Highlanders, 
and  thofe  from  the  iiles  ;  for  I  have  lived 


long  enough  among  the  Lowlanders  to 
experience  their  oppolite  dirpofitions. 

.  The  Americans  in  general,  in  this  part 
of  the  country,  feem  to-be  a  people  ex¬ 
tremely  alert  and  enterpriiing  in  trade; 
but  as  planters,  I  have  not  difeovered 
much  iiuluftry  nor  fpirit  in  them.  I’hc 
lower  order  (by  much  the  moft  nume¬ 
rous)  are  particularly  attached  to  the‘ 
gun  ;  fo  much,  indeed,  as  almoft  to  make 
it  their  fupport.  A  deer,  a  beaver,  or  a 
racoon,  is  the  reward  of  their  toil.  The 
killing  of  thefe  is  precarious,  and  of  very 
little  value,  except  for  their  ikina;  the 
lame  hours  expended  in  any  kind  of  hul- 
Uandry  would  yield  ten  times  the  profit, 
yet  they  feem  to  prefer  lounging  and  po¬ 
verty,  to  hard  work  and  comfortable 
meals.  They  ar^  brought  up  totally  illi¬ 
terate,  and  in  gcJicral  appear  very  defec¬ 
tive  in  principle.  Spiritous  liquors  they 
are  fond  of  to  the  greateft  excefs,  and, 
when  inebriated,  are  the  moft  quarrel- 
fomc  people  under  the  fun. 

The  courage  which  they  poflVfs  is  la¬ 
ther  of  the  brutal  fpecies.  This  cannot 
be  wondered  at,  coolidering  the  enemies 
they  have  been  accnftoined  to  w.ige  war 
w'ith  ;  that  the  Indian  Savages  may  have 
infected  them  with  foaie  tindaire  of  their 
ferocious  manner;  that  they  inhabit  a 
country  abounding  with  bears,  wolves,*  * 
and  tygers;  and  that  it  is  no  little  part  of 
their  bufiaefs  to  be  defending  their  cattle 
and  other  flock  bora  thefe  nivcnous  ani¬ 
mals,  It  is  not  at  all  to  their  credit,  that 
they  have  a  very  inhuman  manner  of  fight¬ 
ing  with  one  another,  wholly  againft  the 
rules  of  what  our  Englilh  Brouj^htonians 
would  call  fair  play,  and  from  thence  they 
are  nick-named  Gangers,  For  the  moft 
part,  they  arc  of  a  roouHd  very  capable  of* 
hard  labour,  though  their  perfonsare  not 
w’ell-proportioncd.  They  have  gootl  fea-  ' 
tiircs,  fet  off  to  great  dlfadvantage,  by 
lank  hair,  allowed  to  grow-  both  before 
and  behind  to  an  immoderate  and  ridicii-* 
lous  length.  So  much  for  the  common 
fort  of  people.  In  regard  to  thofe  of  cdu-* 
ettion  and  fortune,  they  are  equally  ac- 
compliftieii  as  men  of  the  like  rank  in  Eux 
ro;>r  ;  and  I  fliould  very  ill  requite  the  fa¬ 
vours  I  have  received  from  fimicofthem, 
if  1  did  not  acknowledge  their  hofpitality^ 
and  civility^  (hewn  toilrangers  of  any  to¬ 
lerable  cba'radcr.

He  had  long  heard  of 
the  bc.'ii'.ty  ot  the Countefs  of  Chaicaubri- 
ant,  and  longed  for  nothing  more  than  to 
ft  e  her.  He  intimated  his  delires  to  the 
Count,  who  at  one  glance  law  ail  the  fuc- 
ceciling  dangers,  and  modeftly  declined 
lending  lor  her,  as  he  perfectly  knew  the 
King’;,  amorous  difpofition.  The  King 
however  infiiling  upon  his  requeft,  took 
pok nimfelf for  ihecaftle ofChaleaubriint, 
and  in  a  few  days  the  hulband  was  furpri- 
zed  at  fccirigl'.is  wife  at  court  without  his 
knowledge  or  direittioii.  1  lhall  leave  to 
romances  the  deferiptionof  all  thcartsthc 
king  made  ufe  ol  to  turn  her  from  virtue;

the  lit  lie  pledge  or  their  mutua!  afiediou, 
whicli  li.id  been  left  behind. 

File  Count  foon  found  his  mtferiesciHii- 
plcted  ;  it  was  talily  leen  that  his  wife  bad 
now’  iraiisrcr  red  all  her  aftetflions  to  the 
King;  wherebrre,  in  the  moft  confirmed 
defpair,  he  again  r  eturned  to  his  coantr7- 
lertt,  and  there,  in  fixed  mclaDcholy,  ru- 
T'.urnJed  on  i  tdrelsori-eVeiigc.  The  King 
foon  tl  III  him  an  account  of  his  law-luit, 
made  him  firitre  confidcrablc  offersol  pro- 
luotioii  at  court,  and  did  all  that  lay  iu 
las  power  to  foften  the  feverity  of  histctir* 
Ti^r,  but  in  vain;  he  ftill  preferved  hii 
infh  xildehatiedhothto  the  King  and  tke 
r'iijet't  of  Ids  fonner  afl'eCfmns.  He  rai»* 
ged  fr.  m  apartment  to  apartment  in  In* 
ealllt  in  older  to  firU  relief,  but  oCff 
only  br  ought  to  his  rcmembiaocc  | 
Ins  form'  i  h.apprnefs,  and  her  prclcoipcr* 
lidv.  In  Ihort,  lie  rcfolved  upon  sf* 
iailinatiiu'  both  the  King  and  his  wifi*!  • 
and,  laftly,  to  conclude  the  intended  it*' 
gedy  by  filicide.  With  thcle  gloomy 
folutions,  in  a  peafant’sdrefs,  he  onediy 
met  the  King  ulone  at  he  was  huBtmgj 
and  coming  upto  him,  lifted  his  pooUru 
to  his  breaft,  fully  reftfived  to 
his  reven^^  at  the  cxpcncc  of  his 
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when  the  antient  loyalty  of  his  noble 
houfe,  the  renown  of  thofc  brave  ancef- 
totsv.’ho  died  in  the  field  of  battle  for 
their  King  and  country,  now  rufliing  in¬ 
to  his  ;nind,  checked  bis  purpofe.  “You 
fee  me  now,  cried  he  fternly  to  the  King, 
prepared  for  jnftice;  you  here  behold  a 
much  injured  fubjeft  with  revenge  in  his 
I'.md  ;  but  ray  father  and  my  grandfather 
died  for  your  fainily  ;  and  though  you 
li.ive  degenerated  from  your  anceftors, 
you  (hall  this  moment  find  me  worthy  of 
mine.  Keep  yonr  life  to  be  a  terror  to 
your  (»M  faithful  followers,  and  the  je!t 
of  thofe  that  hate  you.**  Hiving  fpoke 
thus,  he  dropt  the  poniard,  and  lied  away 
initantly  to  the  houfe  of  one  of  his  former 
domeftics,  where  he  was  fure  oficfuge 
and  falety.  The  rafhuefs  of  liis  attempt 
wasinflanrly  known  over  the  whole  king¬ 
dom  ;  immenfe  rewartls  were  offered  for 
apprehending  him  dead  or  alive  ;  and 
t.hc  mod  criicl  tortures  prepared  by  the 
courts  of  judicature  ;  btit  his  old  fervant, 
ftill  faithful  to  his truft,  preferved  the  fccret 
at  the  hazard  of  his  life.  The  voluptuous 
monarch  was  at  firft  ftriick  with  the  fierce- 
nefs  and  fc verity  ('f  the  foldier^s  rebuke; 
but  upon  returning  to  ccuirt,  the  flattery 
that  he  found  there,  aiuf  the  charms  of  his 
dear  Countcls,  foon  erafed  every  im- 
preiTioa  but  that  of  pleafure.  The  mod 
fiimptuous  entertainments  were  provided 
for  his  favourite  miltrefs  :  it  was  at  this 
period  that  all  the  poets,  inuiicians,  and 
every  other  minifit  r  of  refined  pleafnrc, 
w  hi|ii  had  before  their  rclidtnce  in  Italy, 
now  croffed  the  Alpf,  and  graced  the 
court  of  this  vobiptuous  prince.  Evety 
day  brought  new  amufi  ments  ;  one  hour 
he  would  court  her  in  the  figure  of  Her¬ 
cules,  another  he  would  affumc  the  cha- 
raitcrof  Alexander;  he  was  now  a  B.ic- 
ciianal,  and  foon  after  a  Cupid,  and  all 
to  give  variety  to  the  fameoefs  of  love. 
His  court  was  nothing  but  one  eiciual 
Irene  of  fcafti,  pageants,  inafkings,  and 
debauchery:  the  CcJiii»tefs  drunk  w’ith 
pleafure,  gave  a  loofc  to  every  folly  ;  her 
k’iddy  heart  danced  with  unboding  fatis- 
fiition  ;  the  felt  new  worlds  of  blifu  in  the 
arms  of  her  gay  youthfni  monaieh,  and 
he  was  completely  happy  in  hers. 

In  tlic  meau  time  the  niihapny  Cha* 
tcaubriant  ledajife  of  piecariousbUiiude, 
and  complicated  mifery  ;  the  pour  man, 
with  w’hom  he  lived,  was  by  his  fall  re¬ 
duced  to  beggary;  vet,  even  wretched  as 
he  was,  he  wouM  (narc  the  hard-earned 
fncal  with  bis  mailer,  how  grown  bi»‘

friend  ;  he  begged  by  day,  and  returned 
to  his  maftcr  at  night  with  his  fcantyfub- 
fificnce.  In  this  ftate  of  anxiety  and 
didrefs  our  foldier  toiled  on  for  two  years, 
avoiding  day- light  as  a  certain  means  of 
being  difeovered,  and  he  well  knew  the 
tortures  that  were  prepared  for  him  if 
found  out  ;  but  life  at  lalt  grew  painful 
to  him  ;  he  now  faw  his  wife  entirely  a- 
noiher’s,  his  fortune  gone,  himfelf  and 
family  fiigmatlz*d  as  traitors,  and  all  the 
world  up  in  arms  to  deflroy  him  w  here- 
ever  he  fiiould  be  known  ;  in  ftiort,  he 
was  refolved  to  dir,  and  to  leave  a  world 
where  he  found  only  one  inftance  of  truth 
and  honour,  Uullieathing  his  fword 
tliercfore,  and  fitting  down  at  a  table  be¬ 
fore  he  executed  his  fatal  pufpofe,  he 
wrotehis  faithlefs  Countefs  the  following 
letter  ;  which,  as  it  is  accounted  by  feme 
a  tine  inftaiicc  of  true  pathetic  fimpli- 
city,  intluced  me  to  give  the  preceding’ 
ftory,  altered  from  VarilUs,  to  introduce 
it  with  propriety, 

“  Madam,

JL  in  the  arms  of  hisMajefty,  revel¬ 
ling  in  plealurc,  and  looking  pafTionatcly 
ujion  him  with  thofe  eves  that  once  look¬ 
ed  kindly  upon  me  ;  I  remember  the  day 
we  were  married  you  faiil  you  loved  nar  j 
fuccceding  ages  no  way  dimiiiifhcd  our  af- 
fciftion  ;  our  little  daughter  Iito  was  plea- 
fiiig  ;  you  f ‘cmed  to  Kwe  the  pretty  inno¬ 
cent,  but  (lie  is  dead  and  has  left  me. 
Ungrateful,  falfe,  liarbarous  woman  I 
liow  could  you  involve  us  all  thus  in 
wretchtdnefb  r  Imw  could  you  hang  on 
that  neck,  or  kils  thofc  lips  which  you 
intended  to  betray  ?  how  can  you  now 
Indulge  every  luxury,  and  lortnrc  inven¬ 
tion  for  new  pleafurcs,  while  your  huf- 
band  is  ftarving,  while  he  is  a  wretched 
vagabond,  without  a  friend  on  tbc  earth 
to  comfort  or  afiUt  him  ?  Yes,  old  Neverg 
is  fiill  faithful,  he  (lays  by  me  while  you 
have  abandoned  me.  And  yet  you  had 
no  caufe  to  leave  me  thus.  1  loved  you^ 
you  know  I  loved  you,  and  you  were  in¬ 
deed  charming ;  the  firfi  week  of  our  n\ar- 
riage  how  many  kind  things  did  you  fay! 
you  v^liifpt  red  your  fatisfaAiou  in  fucb 
accents,  I  hear  the  charming  founds  ihit 
very  moment.— Wretched  creature !  how 
can  you  liv^  after  having  ufed  me  fo  inhuw 
manly  ?  My  family  is  as  good,  and  older 
than  the  King’s;  my  fortune  procured  ug 
every  real  ba|>piiiefb  life  could  beflovt';  my 
perfeu  too  wasfai'd  to  exccll,  and  ih  no-‘* 
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thing  havf«l  bern  npiitej  a  fool,  but  in 
the  cxccfs  ot  niy  paflion  for  you.  My 
h.ippint'l's  hcie,  .oid  my  filvation  hercat- 
tcr  arc  tjuilr  ih'fl roved  ;  luicide  is  dread¬ 
ful,  yet  1  am  i^folvtti,  and  1  will  lace  it 
all.  Surt  niy  Ot*d  will  not  ufe  me  like 
mankin.i ;  fine  he  will  have  pity  on  me  ! 
Ves,  he  mat  niadc  me  will  have  pity  on 
me,  and  take  me  fiorn  this  milVrable.

lovers  t'f  the  French  theatre  w’cre 
I  much  atlcCled  by  the  <leath  of  tint 
Celebrated  tragedian,  the  Sieur'le  Kain, 
when  the  uiuxpeOteil  arrival  of  M  de 
Voltaire  fufpended  thi  ir  eoneent.  This 
Ts'ellor  of  literature  came  to  Paris,  Feb¬ 
ruary  lo.  in  the  afternoon  ;  alighting  at 
the  Hotel  of  the  Marquis  de  Vilette,  in 
r»caumt\-llrtet,  where  he  refules.  At  the 
Barriers  his  carnage  w’as  Hopped  oy  the 
CiiHom  houfe  olficers,  .ar.d  he  was  aiked 
if  he  had  any  thing  fhai  p  lul  duty  ;  “  No, 
geniuineu,”  faid  he,  there  i^  nothing 
lure  contraband  birt  myfelf.*’  After 
redo.^  'or  about  an  hour,  he  walked  oiit 
to  vial  his  old  frkod  ihc  CouQt  d’Argcn- 


tal,  who  lives  on  the  Quay  d’Orcay. 
M?«dam  Denis  arrived  the  night  before. 
It  is  27  years  fincc  M.  dc  Voltaire  was  at 
Paris,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  he  left 
this  city  in  1751,  the  year  in  whi^h  the 
Sieiir  Kain  was  received  into'the  French 
theatre,  and  returned  to  it  the  very  day 
w  hen  that  great  a»5tor  was  buried. 

'I'vvo  days  after  his  arrival.  Mi  dc 
Voltaire  palled  the  whole  night  in  ftu* 
dy;  which,  with  the  numerous  vifits 
that  w’ere  paid  him,  was,  more  than  fuf- 
ficioht  to  hurt  his  health.  He  was  ex¬ 
pelled,  on  the  1 6th,  at  the*  reprefenta- 
tion  of  Cinna,  for  the  benefit  of  the  great 
nephrw  of  Corneille  •  ;  but  Dr  Tron- 
chin  thought  it  imprudent  for  his  old  pa¬ 
tient  to  quit  his  chambers  fo  foon.  He 
favv  company,  however,  all  the  after¬ 
noon  ;  he  left  them  indeed  at  an  early 
hour.  “  I  am  fmothered,^'  faid  he:,  “  but 
it  is  by  rofes.'* 

I'he  French  academy,  at  one  of  their 
meetings,  determined  to  fend  three  of 
their  members  to  compliment  him,  in- 
flead  of  one,  as  had  been  ufual  on  like 
occafions.  The  Prince  de  Beaveau  wat 
at  the  head  of  this  deputation,  which  was 
joined  by  fevcral  other  academicians.  M. 
de  Voltaire  received  his  brethren  with  a 
cordiality  and  pleafantry  difficult  to  cx- 
prrls. 

Next  day  the  comedians  w’aited  on 
him  in  a  body,  to  pay  their  refpedts. 
The  Siciir  Bellecourt,  who  w’as  their 
fpokt  vnan,  artfully  hinted  at  the  lofs 
they  h«id  juft  fuftered,  in  thefe  few  w<^jdb: 
“  B<*hold  the  remains  of  the  comedians;** 
adding,  “  We  arc  come  to  beg  you,  Sir, 
to  breathe  upon  ns.'*  M.  dc  Voltaire  re¬ 
plied  with  his  ufual  grace  and  precifion; 
and  the  actors  had  reafoii  to  be  flattered 
by  his  fiving,  “  1  only  live  for  you,  and 
by  you.**  He  fjioke  afterwards,  in  the 
moll  obliging  manner,  to  every  one  in 
particular,  and  as  he  had  pafled  the  night 
before  in  correcting  the  tragedy  of  Irencf  >

mouMted  to  6<Soo  Hvres,  (about  300I.  fleritog,) 
including  50  louis  fent  by  the  King.

Having  a  great  delire  to  be  acfluainted 
with  Dr  Franklin*  this  celebrated  Ame¬ 
rican  was  intrcKhiced  to  him.  Voltaire 
accolted  and  ennverfed  with  him  fomc 
time  in  Englifli,  till  Madam  Denis  inter¬ 
rupted  him  by  faying,  that  Dr  Franklin 
uiukrltood  French,  and  the  reft  of  the 
company  wiihed  to  know  the  fiibje<^t  of 
their  difconrfe.  “  Excufe  me,  my  dear," 
replied  the  bard,  “  1  have  the  vanity  to 
llicw,  that  I  am  nut  unacquainted  with 
the  language  of  a  Franklin  *,** 

On  preicnting  the  Marcliitmeft  dc  Vi- 
lette  f  to  feveral  ladic*?  of  the  court,  who 
came  t  >  fee  him,  he  faid,  “  See,  ladies, 
the  fair  and  the  good  J  !  flie  has  taken 
pity  on  my  age  :  to  her  I  am  indebted  for 
the  liappinels  of  feeing  von,  and  for  the 
little  exigence  I  have  left.*^ 

When  he  was  complimented  on  the 
marriage  of  the  Marquis  de  Vilette,  he 
replied,  “  1  have  raade  two  perlons  hap¬ 
py,  and  one  wife."  Flattered,  but  not 
elated,  with  the  attention  that  is  fliewn 
him,  he  often  repeats,  “  1  am,  like  Spar- 
Uens,  amazed  at  my  glory,." 

•  An  anecdote  of  Dr  F,  we  will  take  this 
opportunity  of  adding.  Since  his  being  at 
I'aris,  the  Pennfylvania  lloves,  invented  by  him, 
arc  become  falhionablc;  but  one  of  the  minil- 
ters  being  aiked  whether  he  would  not  hr.vc 
one,  replied,  “  lly  no  nuans— Lord  Stormont 
lacn  will  never  warm  hinifclf  at  my  fire.”

About  an  hour  af¬ 
ter  be  was  better ;  but  during  three 
whole  months  he  became  much  dejected 
and  melancholy,  and  fnmetimes  as  if 
feized  with  fear.  After  the  expiration 
of  this  term,  he  was  fuddenly  rtruck 
dumb,  without  l>cing  able  to  pronounce 
the  lead  word,  or  form  the  lead  fiund, 
though  he  could  fpcak  very  articulately 
bcfiMC.  At  firft  the  lofs  of  his  fpcecli 
and  voice  was  inftaittaneous,  but  t>egaii 
to  continue  longer  every  day;  fo  that, 
from  the  duration  of  fome  minutei',  it 
amounted  to  half  an  hour,  two  hours, 
tbjee  hours,  .md  laftly^  to  twenty  three 
Iu3urs,  yet  witliout  order.  Such  was  hig 
conditi^m  upwards  of  half  a-year.  At 
1  «ft  the  return  of  bis  fpeech  hept  fo  con- 
flant  and  regular  an  order,  that  now,  for 
fourteen  years  together,  he  cannot  fpeak 
but  from  noon,  during  the  fpace  of  ai> 
intire  hour,  to  the  precife  moment  of 
one  o'clock.  Every  time  he  lofes  his 
fpeech,  he  feels  foraetHing  rife  from  hig' 
ftoniach  to  his  throat.  He  cannot  be  de- 
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ceivcd  by  the  tr^nfpofition  of  the  hours, 
Ix^caufe  he  ohferves  always  and  very  rx- 
adtiy  the  term,  from  twelve  to  one,  tho* 
no  bell  lings,  nor  clock  ftrikes.  Except¬ 
ing  this  U'ls  Ipccch,  he  makes  no  com¬ 
plaint  of  the  Jifoi  dcr  of  any  animal  fnre- 
tion.  Both  his  internal  and  external 
fenfg?  arc  found  :  he  hears  always  very 
exactly,  and  anfw'ers  by  gchures  or  w-ri- 
ting  to  the  qnellions  |Hoj>oleil  to  him. 
He  cats  and  drinks  heartily,  and  is  very 
hindy  and  active  in  doing  the  bufinefs 
of  the  famil  At  his  time  of  fptak- 
ing,  hh  diibi  arte  is  di^arect  and  fcnlible, 
for  a  Owi  fon  of  hi^  educatii»n  ;  and  if  dc- 
fir'd  to  read,  which  he  fignctiirus  docs 
of  h.mltll,  ne  is  tore  to  flop  ihort  al- 
wiys  the  mo’nrnt  that  one  o’clock  in  the 
afternoi  n  locks  up  the  powers  of  I  is 
tongue. 

Thcic  caimot  be  a  more  extraordinary 
nf:  than  this,  nor  one  fo  much  defei- 
vitip  of  the  attention  ot  the  curious.

him,  ufed  to  give  the  moll  melancholy 
and  deplorable  account  of  the  Bate  of  the 
nation  )  the  inereafe  of  taxes,  abufe  of

WE  have  already  laid  before  our  rea¬ 
ders  a  general  view  of  the  princi- 


vv  ders  a  general  view  of  the  princi¬ 
ples  which  this  author  drtms  cftentially 
nfccfl'iry  for  exciting  a  fpiiit  of  national 
inJiiftry  :  and  wc  fhall  now  proceed  with 
his  ingenious  inquiry  into  what  channel 
this  indultry  may  be  moft  cafily  direded. 
The  climate  and  nature  of  the  Highlands, 
5cc.  he  obferN’es,  for  ever  preclude  the 
hope  of  making  any  efl'ential  improve¬ 
ments  in  agriculture  ;  fo  that  the  only 
probable  .iew  of  being  able  to  turn  their 
indiiHry  to  advantage,  mull  arile  from  the 
having  proper  manuhidures  eflabliihcd 
among  them.  Thel'e  manufactures,  he 
thews,  ought  to  be  fuch  as  confumc  the 
native  produce  of  the  country:  but  flax, 
he  endeavours  to  demonftratc,  can  never 
hreome  a  flaple  produce  of  lh;:t  part  of 
Scotland;  from  whence  he  infers,  the  linen 
PMnufadure  mull  labour  under  fuch  iu- 
convcnieiicies  as  for  ever  to  prevent  its 
being  liiccefsfully  efhiblifhed. 

The  fame  objedions,  however,  do  not 
feem  to  lie  againll  the  introduction  of  the 
woolen  manirfaCturc.  The  hiJIs,  wc  are 
told,  are  well  adapted  for  rearing  Ihecp, 
and  the  irregularity  in  the  fliri'ace  of  the 
country,  fe.  ms,  at  the  full  view,  to  be 
favourable  for  carrying  on  every  branch 
of  the  woolen  mamtfadure  ;  he  therefore 
proceeds  to  inquire  whether  g(iod  wool 
could  be  grown  in  Scotland,  fuflicient 
to  furniih  materials  for  an  ekteoftve  na* 
tional  iranufa^ture. 

In  difculfing  this  queflion,  he  flrtl 
fl.ews,  from  g*NHl  atithority,  that  very 
line  wool  has  adually  been  produced  in 
Scotland.  On  tliib  fubjed  wc  doubt  not 
but  the  reader  will  ,be  mueb  furpiifcd 
by  the  following  well  authenticated

“  Alrnit  the  Wginr.ing  r.f  the  late  war, 
he  ohlervfs,  the  fnagiltrates  of  a  confide- 
lablc  town  in  the  north  of  Scotland,  fa¬ 
mous  for  ila  manufadurc  of  worthed 
flockinga  (he  might  have  faid  AhrrdeenJ^ 
delinnis  to  exprefs.  In  fome  mcafure,  the 
eficcni  they  bore  for  their  countryman, 
the  late  Marfbal  ICciili,  refldved  to  make 
him  a  prefent  of  a  pair  of  flocking*  of 
their  own  raanufadure,  of  An  unconmoo 
Vov.  XL. 


degree  of  finenefs.  With  this  view  they 
commiflioned  from  London  fome  of  the 
fine  ft  w'ool  that  could  poflibly  be  found, 
without  any  limitation  of  price.  In  cop- 
fequcnce  ot  which,  fome  pounds  of  the 
very  finell  Spanifli  wool,  picked  out  by 
very  good  judges  of  this  matter,  were 
fent  to  them. 

“  .When  it  arrived,  the  magiflrates 
fent  for  the  women  who  were  to  manti* 
fadure  it;  and  having  told  them  what  » 
they  w'anted,  Ihcwed  them  the  wool  they 
had  got  lor  that  pnrpofe.  But  when  the 
W'onv  n  had  exanrined  if,  they  complain¬ 
ed  ofi  ts  quality  faying,  it  was  lb  coarfc 
that  tliey  could  not  undertake  to  draw 
above  fortj  kceres’^  froln  the  pound  of  it ; 
but  added,  that  if  the  niagiftrates  would 
wait  til!  the  Highland  cuw/came  to  their  - 
own  m.Trket  in  the  month  of  Jufie,  they 
would  the»c  pick  out  wool  for  them-* 
fclvcs,  that  they  w'ould  undertake  to  Ipin 
to  the  finencfs'of^vrt/j^  hecres  from  the 
pound. 

“  As  tiiey  were  entirely  unanimotis  in 
this  opinion,  the  difference  appeared  fi» 
very  great,  that  the  magiflrates  agreed  to 
their  reqiiefl,  and  wmited  till  the  High¬ 
land  wool  came  to  market ;  where  the 
women  provided  themfclves  with  wool 
that  they  fpun  to  the  finenefs  they  had 
promifed.  Tire  ftockings  wlien  fimflied, 
were  valued  at  upwards  (*f  five  guineas 
the  pair,  having  been  fo  fine  thft  they 
could  with  eafe  be  drawn  through  an  or¬ 
dinary  thumb  ring  together,  although 
tijry  were  of  the  largeft  fize.  They  were 
fent  in  a  hox'ot  curious  workmanfliip  to 
Marlhal  Keith,  who  thought  them  fuch  a 
curiofity  as  to  bt  worthy  of  the  accep¬ 
tance  of  the  Emprefs  of  Rnflla,  to  whom 
he  afterwArds  prefented  them. 

“  This  fatl  happened  not  many  years 
ago,  and  can  Ire  authenticated  by  thou- 
f.iiuls  of  witnefftfs  now  alive,  fllould  it  l)C 
judged  necefl'ary;  and  proves  in  a  very 
fatisfa^lory  mantier,  that  the  Highlands 
nt  Scotland  are  capable  of  producing  as 
fine  wool  as  is  perhaps  to  be  met  with  in 
the  world.  ^ 

Nor  is  this  the  firfl  fjdt  upon  record 
that  points  out  the  finenefs* of  the  High¬ 
land  wool. — For  it  deferves  to  be  re¬ 
marked,  that  the  author  of  the  At!as-Ge- 
nfraff  a  book  publifhed  above  forty  or 
fifty  years  ago,  when  enumerating  the 
fcvcfal  manUfa^uret  In  Scotland,  ob- 
ferves,  they  make  worfled  flocldiigs  at 
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Abcrditn  from  tfn  to  thirty  fliililngs  \ycr 
p;4ir.*'  'I'hcy  arc  I'pun  of ^ool  from 
the  liighlutnis  ;  aiul  fo  much  valuci),  tiiat 
i!»cn*8  <tockin>;s  of  that  fort  arc  fomc- 
tin>cs  lo!J  at  fifty  ihilliiigs  or  three 
pouiiJb  per  pail/* 

The  author  produces  other  authorities, 
which,  fiir  the  fake  of  brevity,  we  omit. 

“  Nor  fliould  \ve,  perhaps,  fiys  he, 
have  ilcenied  this  ci re um /lance  of  Uich  au 
exit aoi dinary  nature,  had  not  our  niindb 
been  prcpoifcircd  with  an  undue  bias  in 
prtiudiee  of  northern  climates.  Tor  if 
we  had  rtafoned  inun  analogy,  and  jud¬ 
ged  ('f  the  e/TeCt  that  it  might  have  been 
expected  cold  lliOuld  have  iiuJ  upon  tl*e 
wool  of  iheep,  by  what  it  is  known  to 
have  upon  the  furs  of  other  animals,  we 
wouJil  have  been  Ud  to  ».xpevlt  tliat  the 
fine/t  wool  could  only  be  produced  in  tne 
eoldelt  elioutcs;  as  it  is  well  known  that 
cold  eliinatc''  alone  are  natnraliy  fitted  to 
produce,  and  rear  to  the  utmolt  perfec¬ 
tion,  animals  l>earii)g  waiin  fius;  the 
fmeneb'i  and  elofenefs  of  wiiich  aie  al¬ 
ways  iu  proportion  to  the  eoidnefsof  the 
climate;  iiaiuie  having  thus  provldcii  /or 
the  Inhabitants  ul  thefe  cold  rcgioius  a 
pieiiliful  fnpply  of  thole  materials  which 
;irc  belt  failed  for  detending  tliCi-n  fioiu 
the  rigours  ot  the  irafon ;  w'nile  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  warmer  regions  are  blellcil 
with  the  more  delicate  lilk-worm,  whieii 
at^brdsthcin  inatcilals  fiir  fiTining  veft- 
incnti*  mote  failed  :o  their  want?.  Now, 
a?  the  lliecp  is  evidently  an  animal  of 
this  eluf:,  ami  its  wool  tlic  .noH  pleniiiul 
and  oenehcial  kind  of  fur,  we  ought  na¬ 
turally  to  have  been  led  to  expect,  that, 
like  i.vc;y  tuher  kind  of  fur,  it  would 
have  been  eiofeft  and  fiiicll  in  cold  re- 
gioiu,  and  in  every  other  icfpcfl  more 
valuable  than  that  which  ihould  be  pro¬ 
duced  In  wanner  climates.  ** 

To  confirm  this  remark,  he  iliews,  by 
an  accurate  examination  of  the  nature  4/f 
.ill  thofe  countries  that  arc  remarked  for 
producing  good  w\»..l,  that  no  fine,  wool 
is  any  where  produced  but  in  cold  cli- 
11  ates  ;  and  that  Ihecp,  if  carried  to  the 
Wi  ft-Imlies,  or  any  other  warm  climate, 
do  not  priMiuct  wind,  but  a  thin  coat  of 
a  parfeulav  kind  ol  hair,  rcfcnibling  that 
oi  goats. 

In  Spitln,  Perfia,  and  fome  other  warm 
countries,  he  cblei'.cs,  that  irom  necef- 
fily  the  inliabitants  have  been  obliged  to 
drive  their  Hocks  to  the  Cool  inoiintaiflB 
n  ftitnoicr,  and  down  to  the  vallies  in 


w'inter ;  by  wdiich  means,  without  inten¬ 
ding  it,  they  have  been  enabled  to  im-  • 
prove  the  quality  of  their  wool  to  the  de¬ 
gree  for  which  it  has  been  long  remark' 
able.  I'hat  this  in  particular  is  the  cafe 
with  Spain,  he  infers  from  this  circutn- 
ftance,  that  there  arc  Ibeep  in  Andalufia, 
and  fome  of  the  foutherii  provinces, 
which  are  never  driven  to  the  mountains 
in  fummer  ;  and  th.it  the  wool  of  ihcfc 
is  as  coarfc  as  hair.  But  that  the  wool 
niuH  be  improved  by  this  kind  of  migra¬ 
tion,  not  only  in  Spain,  but  in  every 
other  country  where  the  fame  praflicc 
prevails,  he  proves,  in  the  moft  fatii- 
faCtory  manner,  by  a  feries  of  experi¬ 
ments  and  obfervations  on  the  growth  of 
wov)],  made  by  himfelf;  in  which  he 
clearly  demonftrates,  that  the  thiekncfi 
of  every  filament  of  wool  that  grows 
upon  a  fhcep,  is  liable  to  be  varied  per¬ 
petually,  according  to  the  variations  in 
the  temperature  of  the  air  at  the  time  of 
its  grow  th  ;  that  part  of  it,  which  grows 
during  warm  weather,  being  invariably 
coarfc r  than  that  wliich  is  produced  du¬ 
ring  I  ’lc  cold  feafon.  Hence  it  happens, 
tii.it  the  tops  of  a  fleece  of  full  grown 
w'ool,  or  that  part  which  the  lummer 
]»rodiiced,  is  alw.iys  coarfer  than  the 
roots  of  it,  or  tliat  part  w'^  ich  grows  du¬ 
ring  the  winter ;  the  difference  between 
the  fiueiicfs  of  thefe  parts  of  the  fame 
filament  being  always  exadlly  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  diHerence  between  the  heat 
ami  cold  of  the  climate,  at  different  fci- 
finis,  in  the  country  where  the  fiieep  arc 
kept.  Thefe  facts  are  eft.ibliflied  beyond 
a  polfibility  of  doubt,  by  a  great  variety 
of  judicious  experiments. 

We  doubt  not  but  this  difeovery  will 
be  looked  upon  as  a  matter  of  curiofity 
by  the  lovers  of  natural  biftory,  and  that 
it  will,  for  the  future,  be  employed  as  one 
of  the  means  of  difiinguiibing  different 
claffes  of  animals  from  one  another,  and 
may .befides  be  attended  with  other  con- 
fequences  that  we  do  not  at  prefent  forefee. 
Our  Author  however  does  not  ftop  to  en¬ 
quire  into  thefe  matters,  but  proceeds  to 
draw  fome  natural  inferences  frocnthevtcc 
that  cannot  fail  to  l»e  very  agreeable 
to  the  inhabitants  of  Britain,  becaufc  it 
proves  that  this  illand  enjoys  a  natural 
advantage  over  molt  countries  in  Eumpe, 
with  regal'd  to  the  growth  of  wo<»l,  which 
mufl  for  ever  give  us  a  fupeiioriiy  over 
them  in  the  woolen  manufa«3ure,  if 
take  due  pains  to  avail  ourfelvci  of  iu^

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WE  return  with  pleafure  to  our  criti¬ 
cism  of  this  work,  fuicc,  whatever 
objcv^lion  we  have  been  obliged  to  make 
to  the  execution  of  it  tn  fonie  refpetisy 
much  is  due  to  the  piiblilbers  for  the  ma¬ 
ny  curious  and  entertaining  articles  which 
it  contains. 

Speaking  Sir  Hugh  Afltew,  our  hif- 
tori.ius  liavc  this  pafTage. 

“  Of  which  Sir  Hugh,  there  is  a  curi¬ 
ous  anecdote  in  a  manufeript  account  of 
C'umberlu  .1  (a  copy  of  which  is  in  the 
f;xth  volume  of  Mr  MacheEs  colleflion), 
written  by  Mr  Edmund  Sandtord,  a  gen¬ 
tleman  of  the  h.oiife  of  Alkham.  Speak- 
ini;  of  Moncalter  anvl  the  country  thcre- 
abuiits,  he  fays,  “  Four  miles  fouthward 
Hands  Seaton,  an  eilate  of  500I.  a  year, 
fomc  lime  a  religious  houfe,  got  by  one 
Sir  Hugh  Atkew,  yeoman  ol  the  cellar  to 
Queen  Katherine  in  Henry  the  Eighth's 
tune,  and  born  in  this  country ;  And 
when  that  queen  was  divorced  from  her 
hnlband,  this  yeoman  wms  delVitutc ;  and 
he  applicil  bimfelf  for  help  to  the  lord 
chamberlain  for  fome  place  or  other  in 
t!ie  king's  fervicc.  The  lord  chamberlain 
knew  him  well,  becaiife  he  had  helped 
him  to  a  cup  of  the  beff,  but  told  him  he 
had  no  place  for  him  but  that  of  a  char¬ 
coal  carrier.  W'dl,  cpioth  Afkew,  help 
me  in  with  one  foot,  let  me  get  in  the  u- 
ther  as  1  ran.  And  upon  a  great  holiday, 
the  king  looking  <jul  at  foinc  fports,  Alkcw 
got  a  courtier,  a  friend  of  his,  to  ftacd 
belide  the  kine ;  and  he  got  on  his  velvet 
callbck,  and  his  gi>ld  chain,  and  a  bafket 
ot  charcoal  on  liis  back,  and  marched  in 
the  king's  fight  with  it.  O,  (aysthc  king, 
now  I  like  yonder  fellow  well  that  dif- 
tlains  not  to  do  his  dirty  oflicc  in  his  dain¬ 
ty  cloHtIrs ;  what  is  he  ?  Says  his  friend 
that  Hood  by  on  pnrpofe.  It  is  Mr  Alkew 
that  was  yeoman  of  the  cellar  to  the  late 
quern's  majeftv,  and  is  now  glad  of  this 
poor  place,  to  keep  him  in  your  majefty's 
fervice,  tVblch  he  will  nut  forfake  for  all 
the  world.  The  king  fays,  I  had  the  beft 
wine  when  he  was  in  the  cellar :  he  is  a 
gallant  wine-t.dter :  Irt  him  have  his 
place  again.  He  afterwards  knighted  him, 
anti  pave  unto  Inm  Seaton.  At  laft  he 
fold  his  pIa<T,  ami  came  to  Seaton,  and 
married  the  daughter  of  Sir  John  Huddle- 
Hon,  and  fettled  this  Sealon  upon  her." 


Tn  tliie  panfh  of  KIrkhy  lA>nfJalc  is 
Hawkin  Hall,  we  are  told,  where  was  born 
Dr  Bainoridge,  mailer  of  Chrilt-College, 
Cambridge,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  1. 
who  marri^  at  Jtxtfi  and  had  Jiinetett 
chilvlren  by  his  wife. 

This  is  a  circumfttincc  rather  more  re¬ 
markable  than  any  contained  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  ihort  paQagt,  coocerning  the  ma¬ 
nor  of  Betham. 

• Within  this  manor  alfc  is  Ilein.ick 
Toi'^er  now  in  ruins.  Hclllack  mun'es 
arc  remarkable  for  t!ie  ant  or  pilmire :  a- 
bout  ihemiddlcofAugud,  when  they  take 
wing,  a  thoufand  fea-mewg  may  bir  feen 
here  catching  thefe  infe<its:  the  neigh¬ 
bours  call  them  the  pifmire  Meet,  in 
thefe  modes  are  fi)und  likew'ifc,  as  in  ma¬ 
ny  others,  bige  trees  lying  in  all  direc¬ 
tions  at  live  foot  depth," 

That  fca-mews  rtiould  catch  infcifl?,  is 
not  wonderful,  any  more  than  that  trees 
Ihoiild  be  found  in  mofiTts,  As  to  the  fra- 
mews,  our  hiftorians  would  not,  we  dare 
fay,engagefor  a  thoufand  every  AuguH — 
they  muft  be  governed,  like  human  infei5^ 
catchers,  by  the  caprice  of  theit  com¬ 
manders.  What  w'c  are  told  of  the  row- 
frcnucncyof  fea-me  ws,  reminds  us  of 
M.  Grofiey,  w^bo  in  his  tour  to  this  coun¬ 
try,  written  within  thefe  few  years,  af- 
fnres  his  readers  that  in  London  all  the 
women  walk  in  Oioes,  raifed  out  of  the 
dirt  by  a  ring  of  iron,  Anglice  pattens ; 
and  that  they  make  fuch  an  infufferable 
clattering  you  can't  hear  yonrfcif  talk. —  • 
Grofiey  was  in  London  about  a  week, 
walked  out  perhaps  aboutonce,’and, meet¬ 
ing  three  or  four  pair  of  pattens,  gave  al! 
our  women  credit  for  them. 

The  following  is  a  curious  will  of  Sir 
I.ewis  Cliltbrd,  who,  with  his  patron  the 
Duke  of  Lancafter,  was  a  favourer  of  the 
(kxflrincs  of  Wickliff;  but  afterwards  re¬ 
canted,  and  conferred  hii  errors  to  the 
archbifliop,  Dec.  5.  i404*‘ 

“  The  fevententhe  day  of  September,  ‘

in  the  fart  tied  corner  ot  the  chiniie  zerd, 
ill  s*Ii»cli  pariche  my  u  rcchid  fotile  i4;- 
parteth  Iro  tny  body,  Aiuf  1  piey  anti 
charge  my  fiinivnis  and  my  executoik,  as 
(Itry  wolleii  to  anfvrere  to  tore  Ciod,  and 
rs  all  myne  l.oolc  triilt  in  thi^  inatCre  i  -  in 
M;n,  that  on  my  Oinking  cariyne  be  ney- 
iher  leyd  cloth  of  gohl,  ne  of  iilke,  but  a 
black  clothe,  an<latapcr?t  inync  hed, 
and  anotluT  at  myne  felc,  nc  Rone, ne  o- 
ther  thing,  ivhereby  any  man  may  v»i»t 
where  my  Ilynkyng  carcync  liggeth.  And 
to  that  chirche  do  mync  execntois  a’l 
thingit;,  which  owen  duly  in  fuch  c.ia^ 
to  b»*  don,  witliout  eny  mure  coil  laat  lo 
pore  men.  And  alfol  prey  my  furvivois 
and  my  ne  execiit(»i8,  that  eny  (!tt»c  that 
eny  man  kai\  axe  me  by  true  title,  that 
lilt  be  payd.  And  yfeny  man  kan  trewly 
fay,  that  1  have  do  hyni  eny  li.nrrne  in  bo¬ 
dy  or  in  good,  that  ye  make  largely  his 
grer,  whyles  the  goinles  wole  itrclciic. 
And  I  wolf  alfo,  that  none  of  myne  exe* 
culoia  incildle  t»r  niynyftrc  eny  thinge  of 
my  good ys,  wltlumlyii  vyjeand  conltntof 
riy  fn»*  Ivors  tn  fmnof  them.  I  beqiietlie 
to  Sir  bhylype  la  Vache  knight  my  miin*e 
hook  aiiil  my  porhoos,  and  my  book  of 
tribiilaeiun  to  my  daughter  his  wy  f.** 

What  wc  are  told  of  George  the  third 
Ctrl  ot  Curnberlaml  would  almoft  make 
us  think  out  liillorians  were  tpeaking  of 
fotne  nobleman  rather  later  than  l^’cen 
Elif.ihclh’s  reign.  “  hie  wnh  l\»  imien  ad- 
difted,  they  fay,  to  tilting,  liotfe  coiuf- 
fmg,  flioothig,  aiulotheraclive.but  fxpcii- 
livc  exereiftj»,  that  thefc  recreations  weir 
the  great  oeealion  ofhiii  ftliing  liis  lane’s.^* 

And  .igaiii,  III  .1  curious  memorial  of 
the  life  of  a  Mr  Scdgewick,  who  was 
bom  ill  i6i8,  written  by  biuilVif,  he  fivu 
th.;t  Philip,  Earl  of  Pembroke  anti  Moat- 
gonseiy,  “  could  fcarccly  read  or  write, 
being  addiilled  to  all  manner  of  fpmta 
anil  tecreatioNS.  hli«  greateft  deligJit 
was  In  hunting.  He  was  allo  .tn  excel¬ 
lent  Uawlcr ;  fo  as  he  would  oftentimes 
make  bowling  matches  for  iccl/*  This’ 
carl’s  Ton  loft  great  furr.s,  the  memorial 
fays,  at  bowls  and  dice — “one  lime  he 
loft  at  Greenwich  ^ocl.  in  money,  ami 
his  coach  ami  fix  horfes.*’  Tliisisalmotl 
equal  to  the  fpirit  of  modern  days. 

I'hc  fame  memoriaiiit  mentions  a  cou¬ 
plet,  often  repeated  to  r.Iin  by  hi.s  good 
miftrefs  the  Lady  Pembroke,  written  by 
Hr  Samuel  Daniel,  the  faniuu  pi.vL  and  . 
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hiftoriographer,  which  wilhfall  ia  with 
every  reader's  feelings— 

“  To  have  fome  filly  home  I  do  defire, 

Loth  ft  ill  to  warm  me  by  another’s  Rtcd^ 

The  fubfequent  anecdote  of  this  Lady 
Pembroke,  related  by  the  fame  Mr  Stdge-’ 
wtek,  is  a  lingular  inOaticc  of  the  waniott 
lyranity  of  the  power  w’hich  preiides  o- 
ver  marriages.  ^ 

In  her  firft  widow’hood  (as  I  have

HAVINO  proved  that  an  oppofilior^ 
of  relation  and  contrariety  is  oitcn 
difcernible  in  thole  things  which  we  call 
ludicrous,  Dr  Ikattic  proceeds  to  inquirer 
whether  every  fnrh  oppofition  or  mixture 
of  contrarictyand  rtlatioUfOt  fuitAblenefa 
and  incongruity,  of  likenefs  and  diftimi- 
litude,  provoke  l.iughter.  Anti  bore  ho 
fliews  that  incongruity  is  not  ludicrous, 
firll,  w’lien  cuftomary  ami  common  ;  nor, 
fccondiy,  when  it  excites  any  powerful 
imotion  in  the  beholder,  as  moral  difapi- 
probation — indtgaatiou  or  difguft-— pity 
or  fear. 


“  If  an  old  Greek  or  Roman,  fays  he, 
were  to  rife  from  his  grave,  and  fee  the 
hum  tn  head  and  Ibouldcrs  overlhadowed 
with  a  valt  periwig  ;  or  were  he  to  con¬ 
template  the  native  hairs  of  a  fine  gen¬ 
tleman  arranged  in  the  prclcnt  form, 
part  Handing  ercA,  'as  if  their  owner 
were  befet  with  hobgoblini,  and  part  by 
means  of  greafe  and  meal  confolidated 
into  pafte ;  he  could  lianlly  fail  .  to 
be  ftrnck  with  the  appeararvee ;  and  1 
queftion,  whetK*  r  the  features  of  Hcra- 
clitm*  himl'elf,  or  of  the  younger  Cato, 
would  not  relnx  a  little  upon  the  occa- 
fioB.  For  in  this  abfurd  imit  itio.i  of  na¬ 
ture,  we  have  likenefs.coiipled  withdifti- 
militude,  and  imaginary  jrr.ice  with  real 
deformity,  and  inconvenience  fou^  ’^ rafter 
with  eagernevs,  ;»nd  at  confiderab^c  cjt- 
pence.  Yet  in  thefe  lathionj  they  who 
are  acenftivnei’  to  them  dt»  not  jxrflcivc 
any  tiling  ;id’culgiw.  Nay,  wsjrc  wc  Ui 
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ffC  a 'fine  la<.ly  dreffecl  accon^ine  to  the 
in«v1e  Uill  extant  in  umie  oUl  pidUins, 
with  her  trelTes  all  hanging  about  her 
eyes*  in  diAiin^t  anil  tcjual  porti*»i>s,  like 
a  bunch  ot  candles,  and  >t\viAed  into  a 
huiulred  ftianpc  curls,  \v<'  fh.ouM  cer¬ 
tainly  think  her  a  luighahle  f)hrni>nic- 
nnn  ;  though  the  fjme  object,  two  cen¬ 
turies  ago,\voul<l  have  beei;  ga/ed  at  'with 
admiraiion  and  delight.  I'here  are  few 
incongruiticji  to  which  enjiom  will  not  rc- 
€<n(cile  ns  *.  Nay,  fo  wonderfully  duc¬ 
tile  is  the  taHe  of  foine  people,  that,  in 
the  various  revolutions  of  faOiion,  they 
fnul  the  fame  thing  cbarnnug  while  in 
vogue,  which  when  »)blolele  is  altogether 

frightful -  Incongruity,  thereture,  in 

ordtT  to  he  Uirlicnuih,  mufi;  be  in  fome 
meafure  uncf>ipmon.  .

ludicrous  pafiages  in  books,  that  have 
been  many  times  laughed  at  by  the  fame 
perfon,  do  not  entirely  lofc  their  cflfcCt 
by  the  frequency  of  their  appearance. 
But  many  circiimfiances  concur  to  per¬ 
petuate  the  agreeable  etfeCt  of  thofe  paf. 
fagei..  We  forget  them  in  the  intervals 
ot  reading,  and  thus  the*/  often  become 
aliuoil  new  t<»  us: — wheu  we  rea<l  them 
a  fecoud  or  tliird  time,  the  remembrance 
of  the  former  emotion  .‘may  ferve  to 
heighten  the  prefent when  we  read 
them  in  company,  or  hear  them  read, 
our  emotions  are  enforced  by  fympathy; 
—and  all  this  while  tlie  wit  or  humour 
remains  the  fame,  unimpaired  and  unaf- 
fcifted  by  accidental  a fibciatious.— Where¬ 
as,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  many 
circunifianccs  that  tend  in  time  to  obli¬ 
terate,  or  at  leafi  to  foften,  what  at  fird 
might  feem  ridiculous  in  modes,  of  con- 
verfation  or  drefs.  For  things  arc  not 
always  agreeable  01  difagrccablc  In  pro¬ 
portion  to  their  intrinfic  beauty  or  de¬ 
formity  ;  much  will  depend  on  extrane¬ 
ous  and  aeci<)ental  cimnedtions  :  a.id,  as 
men  who  live  in  fociety  do  dady  acquire 
new  companions,  by’  whom  their  man¬ 
ner-'.  arc  in  fome  degree  .tinctured;  fo 
whatever  is  driven  al>out  in  the  tide  of 
human  aft'airs  U  daily  made  a  part  of 
fome  new  afirmblage,  andirtaily  contradls 
new  qualities  from  thrt^*  things  that 
chance  afliMnates  with  it,  A  yaft  peri¬ 
wig  is  in  itfelt  perhaps  fomewhat  ridicu* 
lous  ;  hut  the  perfon  who  wears  it  may 
be  a  venerable  character,  Thcfe  two 
objects,  being  conllantly  united,  derive 
ne  A'  (pialities  from  each  other  the  wig  ' 
may  at  tirft  raife  a  fmilc  at  the  cxpcncc 
of  the  wearer,  but  the  wearer  will  at  laft . 
render  even  the  wjg  refpeiftable.  The 
fine  lady  may  have  a  thoufand  charms, 
every  one  of  which  is  more  than  fuffi- 
eient  to  make  qs  fond  of  the  lntl<  irre¬ 
gularities  of  her  temper,  and  much  more 
to  reconcile  us  to  any  aukward  difpofi- 
tion  of  her  ringlets  or  apparel.
